The settlement payment shall be retained by the Attomey Genéral for attorne.ys’ fees
and costs incurred by the Charitable Trusts Section, pursuant to Goveﬁnnent Code sections 12598 |

and 12586.2, and shall be used exclusively by the Charitable Trusts Section for the administration

- of the Attorney General’s charitable trust enforcement responsibilities.

4.2 - The Settling Defendant is .pemn.aﬁently restrained.and enj’oined from éngaging or
participating in charitable solicitation campaign, directly of through any intermediary, including,
but not limited to, consulting, brokering, investing, outsourcing, planning or managiﬁg éﬁch a-
campaign. .The Settling Defendant 1s permanently enjoined from, and shall not engage in, any of

4.4  The Setiling Defendant is permanently banned from using or benefitting from
customer information, inclluding the name, address, téle‘phone number, email adaress, social
security number, other identifying information, or any data that enables access 1o a customer’s
account (including a credit card, bank account, or other financial accqunt); of any person which
wag obtained by the Séttling De,fendaﬁt prior to the entry of this Settlement Agreement in
conhection with any ohari’c;a'ble solicitation made on behalf of COPS,

5. General Provisions

5.1 TUpon the succeséful cbmpletion of all terms of this Agree,rﬁent, the Setﬂing Parties

hereby release and discharge each other party, his/her/its employees, officers, agents, successors

and-assigns from all civil liability, civil claims, and civil damages known to them that relate to, or

arise from, the allegations set forth in the Complaint. The release and discharge set forth in this

paragraph is binding oﬁly on the parties to this Settlement Agreement. Further, this release and -
dischaige shall not be construed to limit or prevent any p'arty’ s ability to enforce the terms of this
Agreement.

"5.3° This Settlement Agreement contains the entire agreement and understanding among
the Settling Parties concerning the subject matter of the Action and supersedes all other

. warrants that no promise or inducement has been offered to them except as set forth herein and

that the Setflement Agreement is-executed without reliance upon any statement or representation

by any persons or parties, or their representatives, concerning the nature and extent of injuries
and/or damages and/or legal liability herein.
5.4 Each of the Settling Parties acknowledges that he, éhe, or it has read fhe entire

Settlement Agreement and understands it and, in addition, has had an opport.unity to discuss the
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content with an attorriey and make Whatéver investigaﬁioﬁ or inquiry that part} may deem
necessary or desirable in commection with the subject matter of the Agreement.
